Sold to Subsidiary of ; Child Welfare Work

Thursday’s Troy Messenger: 

According to reliable infor- 
mation obtained today, the Pea 
River Power Co. holdings have 
been sold to the Gulf Electric 
Co., which is a subsidiary of 
the Alabama Power Co. 

Judge A. B. Foster, formerly 
of Troy, is president of the 
Gulf Electric Co., an organiza- 
tion which has been effected to 
serve electric consumers thru- 
out the South and Southeast 
ern portion of Alabama. 

The Pea River Power Co., 
which began their operations 
by building a dam on the river 
below Elba, has grown to be 
one of the largest public ser- 
vice corporations in Alabama 
serving electric power and 
have been serving the towns of 
Troy, Samson, Opp, Kinston, 
Elba, and Brundidge through- 
out Southeast Alabama. Gov. 
Chas. Henderson, of Troy, is 
nresident of the Pea River 
Power Co., and was the man 
who saw the vision of electrical 
development throughout this 
section years ago. \ 

The Gulf Electric -Co., ac- 
cording to information obtain- 
ed, will connect Troy on the 
circuit whieh runs through 
Union Springs, and it is the 
plan to connect up with Vensa- 
cola, Fla., where this concern 
recently purchased the street 
railway and lighting system. 
The plans call for a high-pow- 
ered wire being run into Troy, 
and a reduction in the mini- 
mum rate from the present 
price ‘of $2.00 to $1.00, and if 
is understood that if proper ar- 
rangements can be made sav- 
ings from the present rates will 
be effected for the larger con- 
sumers of electric power in 
this city. : 

The consideration which the 
Pea River Power Co. obtained 
for their holdings was not 
learned, but it is understood 
that it was a very satisfactory 
sum. 

Judge Foster, who for some 
time has been identified with 
the expansion program of the 
Alabama Power Co., and who 
is the directing head of the 
subsidiary purchasing the local 
plant, is a man who has the 
confidence and respect of the 
people throughout this section.
